On May 4-5 , the Ho- 
Chunk Nation hosted the 
“Share the Care 2010 Can- 
cer Conference” held at Ho- 


Chunk Convention Center.

Financial Education Re- 
quirement 

The Children of the Na- 
tion are given the tools to 
create a better future. The 

children of the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion are given a unique oppor- 
tunity to begin their adult 
lives with a significant 
amount of money at their dis- 
posal. Teaching them how to 
protect that money as they 
grow older is an incredibly 
valuable tool to promote the 
financial health of not only 
the individuals, but also the 
Nation as a whole. 

The financial education 
requirement will consist of 
an online course that will 
last 3-6 hours that can be 
done at any place with inter- 
net access. Currently, the 
Eastern Band of Cherokees 
are using a similar program. 
The curriculum is planned to 
have both financial education 
components and Hocak Wak- 
sik Wosga components in it. 
The financial education work- 
shops that are currently avail- 
able will continue to serve the 
community. 

Enhanced Return Option 

Fifth Third has designed an 
option for the Childrens Trust 
Fund in conjunction with the 
Office of the President that 


will allow the children to in- 
vest in stocks in a prudent 
manner. The portfolios are de- 
signed to maximize the in- 
vestment return when they are 
young but will get more con- 
servative as a child gets older 
in accordance with their pay 
out. 

The addition of equities to 
the portfolio will mean that 
children could see their pay- 
outs at age 18 increase dra- 
matically but there is also a 
small possibility of loss of 
money put in. The investment 
style has had tremendous 
thought put into it and other 
tribes that already invest in 
this manner have been con- 
tacted for their input. 

The old investment model 
will still be available for 
children if their parents feel 
that they are risk averse 
they can continue with the 
old portfolio. The children’s 
parents would have one op- 
portunity to choose the age 
based portfolio or the old 
portfolio on a designated 
date set by Fifth Third 
Bank.

Why? Recently, the 
biggest financial threat to the 
Childrens Trust Fund is rising 
interest rates. Currently, the 
Childrens Trust Fund is in- 
vested fully in bonds. As in- 
terest rates rise bond prices go 
down. This could lead to poor 
investment returns and possi- 
ble losses. Also, when interest 
rates rise inflation begins to 
set in. This would mean that 
even though they didn’t lose 
any money, the money that 
they would have wouldn’t be 
worth as much. For example, 
a gallon of gas in 1999 cost 
much less than it does now. 


These threats would have a 
devastating effect on the Chil- 
drens Trust Fund if they 
didn’t have an option to diver- 
sify their trust fund. This also 
could be a potential liability 
to the Nation and Fifth Third 
if it was decided that the fidu- 
ciaries of the fund did not in- 
vest in a prudent manner to 
protect against inflation and 
interest rate risk. 

Who? The children that 
are currently in the trust fund 
and any future children in the 
trust fund would be affected 
by this change. Parents of 
children that choose not to 
“opt-out” of the new portfolio 
will be automatically put in 
the new portfolio. 

Cost: The cost for the old 
portfolio would stay the same 
at .09%( $.09 for every $100) 

The new portfolio would 
have increased costs because 


of strategic planning and 
more complicated trading. 
(.50%=$ .50 for every $100)

What will be the invest- 
ments? The investments in 
the new portfolio will be in- 
vested in low cost and simple 
index funds. The funds are de- 
signed to match their respec- 
tive benchmark and are very 
economical. 

When? Fifth Third will 
establish a date if the desire is 
strong enough to move for- 
ward with this option. 
Bottomline: The children 
will have an investment op- 
tions to protect against infla- 
tion and maximize their 
return. If the children’s par- 
ents do not want to take any 
additional risk they can still 
continue to invest in the old 
portfolio.

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Llama Mafia member tells her story 

Others respond

An admitted member of the 
Llama Mafia, a group of 
young women in Black River 
Falls suspected of being in- 
volved in criminal gang activ- 
ity, “The Instigator” denies 
those allegations. She ac- 
knowledged that while some 
members of the group do 
drink alcohol illegally, all 
other rumors about the girls 
are untrue. Most of the infor- 
mation is just a result of mis- 
understandings, she said. 

The Llama Mafia started in 
2008 following someone 
bringing a llama to school one 
day. A group of girls jokingly 
started calling themselves lla- 
mas. “We began a hand sign 
of using our thumbs touching 
the middle and ring fingers 
with the pinkie and index fin- 
gers pointed upward, imitat- 
ing a llama. We were joking 
around. We don’t consider 
ourselves a gang.” 

Told that law enforcement 
defines a gang as three or 
more people with a common 
identifying sign, symbol or 
name who individually or as a 
group commit criminal acts, 
“The Instigator” believes that 
law enforcement is mistak- 
enly applying that criminal 
behavior to the Llama Mafia. 
She denies charges the group 
has been involved with or 
been influenced by other 
gangs. She added that to her 
knowledge, Ho-Chunk youth 


in line to get their trust fund 
money have not been re- 
cruited by outside gangs as 
law enforcement officials’ 
claim. 

Asked if the group would 
consider doing something 
considered positive to change 
what some believe, she 
replied they have considered 
organizing a cleanup of Mis- 
sion Road in the near future. 

She concluded that while 
some have suggested that 
learning the Ho-Chunk cul- 
ture would be a sign of posi- 
tive behavior, most of the 
girls already know the culture. 
She stressed that while some 
of the girls have witnessed al- 
cohol abuse, it is not fair to 
blame the families for any al- 
leged behavior of the Llama 
Mafia. She said that while 
law enforcement has invited 
the girls to speak with them, 
no law enforcement official 
has directly contacted any 
member of the group. “I’d 
l ik e to call them and talk,” she 
said. 

Jackson County law officer, 
Sgt. Mike Johnson reports 
that while “The Instigator” 
claims the group has not par- 
ticipated in any criminal ac- 
tivity, other than underage 
drinking, several members of 
the Llama Mafia are facing 
criminal charges. 

Earlier, Special Agent Greg 
Phillips with Wisconsin De- 
partment of Justice explained 
how because it’s known that 


Ho-Chunk students receive 
their trust fund money when 
they graduate, those same stu- 
dents became targets for gang 
recruiters from the Chicago 
and the Twin Cities. Because 
the Ho-Chunk communities of 
Wisconsin Dells, Tomah and 
Black River Falls are ah right 
off 1-94, Ho-Chunk youth are 
even more vulnerable to gang 
exposure, Phillips warned. 

With a new group of stu- 
dents ready to graduate and 
receive their trust funds, Ho- 
Chunk Nation Executive Di- 
rector of Education, Forrest 
Funmaker is concerned that in 
the near future the reported 
gang incidents may only esca- 
late. Along with giving youth 
a reason not to pursue a 
higher education, Funmaker 
fears that in some cases, the 
money itself is the reason for 
some of the poor decisions re- 
cent graduates are making. 
“Most of the kids don’t under- 
stand how the money could 
benefit their entire lives.” 

Though “The Instigator” 
claims that people associated 
with the Llama Mafia may be 
committing crimes outside the 
group, Funmaker believes that 
if that were true, the members 
who claim their innocence 
should be encouraging those 
members to stop that behav- 
ior. “So should the entire Ho- 
Chunk community,” he said. 
“We need to make our own 
kids more accountable.” 

Funmaker suggested that 


the cause of today’s problems 
is linked to a lack of mentors 
willing to pass on traditional 
Ho-Chunk values. Doubting 
“The Instigator’s” claim that 
she is familiar with the Ho- 
Chunk value system, he said 
that the Nation’s members 
need to find a balance be- 
tween the Clan System, the 
Legislature, General Council 
and the Executive Branch. 

We need to develop a system 
that will encourage our youth 
to learn, he said. He believes 
that the Legislature should 
consider different alternatives 
when discussing the distribu- 
tion of the trust fund money, 
including that recipients need 
to attend financial literacy and 
culture classes. He worries 
that currently the money dis- 
tributed to recent graduates is 
providing no benefit to the na- 
tion. 

Funmaker added that he be- 
lieves that members associ- 
ated with the Llama Mafia 
need to address the commu- 
nity and express a willingness 
to provide community service 
work as a means of clearing 
up what they perceive as a 
misunderstanding about the 
group’s activities. 

He acknowledged that al- 
though the Nation, the Black 
River Falls School District 
and various law enforcement 
agencies have done a good 
job creating an awareness of 
the problem, more needs to be 
done. He fears that in some 


cases “our kids haven’t 
learned anything.” 

Noting that while the lack 
of tribal police makes it more 
difficult to impose traditional 
sentences to those found 
guilty of a crime, Funmaker 
believes that the General 
Council could remove indi- 
viduals from the rolls if con- 
victed of gang activity. 

Asked what it would take 
for more members of the 
community to get involved 
working to eliminate a social 
problem, Funmaker replies 
“the first death.” He con- 
cluded that those currently 
concerned about reported 
gang activities, “want to stop 
that first death.” 

Although the problem oc- 
curring now may not be as big 
as the problems that bigger 
inner cities face on a daily 
basis, but the signs are there 
and need to be taken care of 
before it gets to that point. 

The above story is a re- 
sponse to previous articles de- 
tailing how the Black River 
Falls and Wisconsin Dells are 
taking a pro-active approach 
to what law enforcement offi- 
cials have described as a 
gang problem in Black River 
Falls. Some of the informa- 
tion was taken from an article 
that appeared in the March 
31, 2010 edition of the Jack- 
son County Chronicle. The 
women identified as Rachel in 
that story and “ The Instiga- 
tor” is the same person. 


Legislature schedules public hearing 

Proposed Tax Code to be discussed

On June 19 the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Legislature will be 
hosting a public hearing on 
the proposed Tax Code 
adopted by the Legislature on 
April 20. 

The hearing which is sched- 
uled to be held at Ho-Chunk 
Convention Center beginning 
at 10:00 a.m. will provide a 
forum for tribal members with 
concerns or questions about 
the proposal which would es- 
tablish a new tax on fuel or 
tobacco products sold on 
tribal land. A tax would also 
be imposed on guests staying 
in the Nation’s transient lodg- 
ing establishments. 

The expected revenue will 
be used to fund health, safety 
and general welfare programs 
designed to benefit Ho-Chunk 
Nation members. The Legis- 
lature believes “the imposi- 
tion of taxes is an appropriate 
method of generating rev- 
enues for the Ho-Chunk Na- 
tion and paying for a portion 
of the costs of governmental 
services and programs inci- 
dent to the preservation of 
tribal existence and the con- 
tinued economic development 
of the Ho-Chunk Nation.” 
Critics of the taxes fear the 
added costs to the consumer 
may take away the “competi- 
tive advantage” they believe 
the Nation enjoys while sell- 
ing fuel and tobacco products 
on tribal properties. 


Proposed taxes include one 
cent (.01) per gallon of fuel 
and one dollar ($1 .00) per 
pack of cigarettes sold. A 
room tax of $5 .00 per night 
per room will be applied to 
guests staying in Ho-Chunk 
owned hotels. 

Department of Business Re- 
tail Operations Manager Rob 
Reider explained that once the 
tax is imposed the retail outlet 
determines how much to in- 
crease the retail price. For ex- 
ample, though the tax on 
cigarettes would be one dollar 
per pack, the retail price in- 
crease may not be the full one 
dollar. He stated that based 
on past sales the new taxes 
could generate an estimated 
$7,000,000 annually. 

A11 tax payments will be 
made to the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Department of Business who 
will in turn furnish informa- 
tion to a Tax Commission, a 
public agency established by 
the Nation. The Tax Commis- 
sion will deliver to the Treas- 
urer and the Finance 
Committee of the Ho-Chunk 
Legislature a monthly state- 
ment on all collections made 
and the tax money received. 

Within two months of the 
end of each fiscal year, the 
Tax Commission has the au- 
thority to permanently sus- 
pend the tax if the sales of 
fuel and/or tobacco or the oc- 
cupancy rate in Ho-Chunk 
transient lodging establish- 
ments drop by 20 percent or 


more from the previous fiscal 
year and the Tax Commission 
determines the main reason 
for the decrease sales is the 
imposition of the tax. 

Revenues generated by the 
proposed taxes will be used in 
a number of ways. 

Last November the Legisla- 
ture passed Resolution 11-17- 
09M that provided the 
Legislature “will financially 
support the Nation’s effort to 
complete a Healing Center to 
secure our future generations’ 
healthy well being.” From 
the taxes collected, up to 25 
percent of the revenue will be 
allocated for the creation and 
continued support for the ac- 
tual operation of a Ho-Chunk 
Healing Center for Addiction. 

Up to 20 percent of the rev- 
enue generated by the Tax 
Code shah be allocated to an 
account dedicated to fund 
health insurance costs associ- 
ated with covering health in- 
surance costs of Ho-Chunk 
Nation tribal members. 

Up to four percent of the 
revenue generated by the Tax 
Code shah be allocated to set 
up a pension plan for Ho- 
Chunk Nation tribal elders 
who worked for the Nation. 

Up to five percent of the 
revenues generated by the Tax 
Code shall be allocated to 
programs established to pre- 
vent Ho-Chunk Nation mem- 
bers, particularly the youth, 
from using or becoming ad- 
dicted to tobacco products. 


Up to 10 percent of the rev- 
enues generated by the Tax 
Code shall be used to fund 
capital projects and land ac- 
quisitions on behalf of the Na- 
tion. The Legislature shall 
designate the capital projects 
to be budgeted. 

Up to 10 percent of the rev- 
enue generated by the Tax 
Code shall be allocated to Ho- 
Chunk tribal members with 
disabilities. A line item shah 
grant funds and other types of 
donations for individual tribal 


members who are disabled. 
Programs to fund or what as- 
sistance to provide will be de- 
termined by the Legislature. 

The remainder of the rev- 
enue generated by the Tax 
Code will go into the General 
Fund. 

The Tax Code that applies 
to ah sales of fuel, lodging 
and tobacco products would 
take effect 90 days after ap- 
proval of the Tax Code by the 
Legislature.

Students and parents of high 
school graduates were given a heads 
up to start thinking about college after 
high school, as well as to provide a 
better understanding of what programs 
are available through the Ho-Chunk 
Nation. 

Approximately 200 people attended 
the education fair throughout the after- 
noon. Schools present with educa- 
tional booths were: UW-Eau Claire, 
UW-La Crosse, Chippewa Valley 
Technical College, and Western Wis- 
consin Technical College. Other 


booths involved at the fair were from 
Community Relations, Vocational Re- 
habilitation for Native Americans 
(VRNA), the Language Apprentice- 
ship Division, and Financial Literacy. 

Ho-Chunkgra head-start’s children 
kicked off the fair with singing of the 
Ho-Chunk Nation’s welcome song 
and flag song. Following the enter- 
tainment, an open discussion was held 
for concerned parents and Ho-Chunk 
Nation’s youth on the requirements 
for the children’s trust fund. The edu- 
cation department is looking into pos- 
sibly setting up more requirements for 
the youth to be able to receive their 
trust fund monies. One requirement 
looking at getting set into place, be- 
sides a high school diploma and being 
18 years of age, would be having what 


is called a Ho-Chunk High School 
Diploma. 

Some thoughts behind including the 
Ho-Chunk Diploma in the trust fund 
requirements are many do not feel as 
though Ho-Chunk Nation is preserv- 
ing the heritage. Requirements to re- 
ceive the Ho-Chunk diploma would 
be to leam the Ho-Chunk language 
and culture, creative thinking and 
speech skills, as well as a financial lit- 
eracy aspect. 

To end the fair on a positive learn- 
ing experience the education depart- 
ment set up a game called the 
Challenge Bowl. With four rounds of 
questions, four teams which included 


a high school student who was paired 
up with a Ho-Chunk tribal member 
were asked questions about Ho-Chunk 
history, language and culture. Team 3, 
Hohira, took home the gold after a 
tight race to win the game. 

The Ho-Chunk Nation’s Education 
Department is looking for more input 
from parents and Ho-Chunk Nation 
tribal members on the children’s trust 
fund money requirements.

HO-CHUNK HOUSING & COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT AGENCY

The Wisconsin Fair Housing Net- 
work, a coalition of representatives of 
public and private organizations and 
agencies dedicated to the promotion 
of fair housing throughout the state, 
presented its 2010 Fair Housing 
Awards. The awards were presented at 
the Fair Housing Update & Awards 
Luncheon Program on April 23,2010 
at the Country Springs Hotel and Con- 
ference Center in Waukesha, Wiscon- 
sin. 

The Partnership Fair Housing Award 
was presented to the Ho-Chunk Hous- 
ing and Community Development 
Agency in Tomah and the Neighbor- 
hood Housing Services of Richland 
County in Richland Center. These 
two organizations combined their ef- 
forts to address housing needs of Na- 
tive Americans. Native Americans 
have been underserved by the private 
financial services industry and under- 
represented as homeowners in the 
south and west central rural areas of 
Wisconsin where these partners work. 
As partners, the Ho-Chunk Housing 
and Community Development Agency 
and the Neighborhood Housing Serv- 
ices of Richland County worked with 
lenders on issues of trust-land status 


and creditworthiness that have inter- 
fered with Native American mortgage 
borrowing. In an area that is 98% 
white, they jointly sponsored a Home- 
buyer Seminar program last year that 
graduated 20 Native Americans. To 
insure future success in mortgage 
lending, they established an in-house 
Community Development Financial 
Institution and incorporated down 
payment assistance in their homebuy- 
ers’ program. The partnership resulted 
in recruitment and training of Native 
Americans as peer housing counselors 
to further increase and enhance suc- 
cessful homeownership by Native 
Americans. They are currently plac- 
ing their collaboration into a model to 
be shared with other Wisconsin tribes, 
other Neighborhood Housing Serv- 
ices, rural housing nonprofits, lenders, 
foundations and others to eliminate 
barriers to housing choice beyond 
their borders. 

The Individual Professional Fair 
Housing Award was presented to Terry 
Testolin, Executive Director, Neigh- 
borhood Housing Services of Rich- 
land County in Richland Center. Mr. 
Testolin was recognized for his efforts 
to address barriers to fair housing 
choice in his organization’s mission to 
succeed. Recognizing that Native 


Americans are underrepresented as 
homeowners and underserved by pri- 
vate lenders, he approached the Ho- 
Chunk Housing and Community 
Development Agency about establish- 
ing a partnership to address this issue. 
Mr. Testolin secured the grant that en- 
abled the partnership to train Native 
Americans as housing counselors. It 
was his initiative that led to a $40,000 
set-aside from Neighbor Works to be 
used for collaborative Ho-Chunk 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Neighborhood Stabilization 
projects. He has been instrumental in 
involving the Ho-Chunk Nation in 


broad area events to make featured 
presentations about Ho-Chunk and 
Native American culture to reduce 
racial bias and misunderstanding that 
can often result in housing discrimina- 
tion. He furthermore has been promot- 
ing fair housing opportunities for 
persons of all races, incomes and 
backgrounds for 20 years through 
Neighborhood Housing Services of 
Richland County. Mr. Testolin’s ef- 
forts have led to increases in home- 
ownership not only by Native 
Americans but also by persons of His- 
panic origin and persons with disabili- 
ties. 


Grant awarded to HHCDA

The US Department of the Trea- 
sury’s Community Development Fi- 
nancial Institutions Fund (CDFI Fund) 
has announced a $149,858 Native 
American CDFI Assistance (NACA) 
grant award to the Ho-Chunk Housing 
and Community Development Agency 
(HHCDA) of Tomah, Wisconsin. As 
noted by New Mexico Senator Jeff 
Bingaman when CDFI Fund Director 
Donna Gambrel announced the 
awards in Albuquerque: “The eco- 
nomic downturn, which we’re finally 
emerging from, has hit American fam- 
ilies hard— particularly families in In- 
dian Country. As our economy grows 
stronger, we must ensure that no com- 
munities are left behind. The grants 


awarded today make important invest- 
ment in the future of Indian Country 
by supporting initiatives as well as 
small businesses at a time when capi- 
tal remains tight.” CDFI Fund Direc- 
tor Gambrel noted that: “With each 
NACA award round, and each new 
Native CDFI created, access to credit, 
capital, and financial services in Na- 
tive communities increases, opportu- 
nities expand, and lives are positively 
affected.” 

The grant to HHCDA will be a 
major boost to the agency’s develop- 
ment of a Native CDFI, First Nations 
Community Financial (FNCF), which 
will be spun off as an independent, 
legally separate 501(c)(3) agency. The 
Native CDFI, led by Director Leland 
Fulwilder, will provide mortgage 
loans, small consumer credit-repair

The following article is 
from the Wisconsin Rapids 
Daily Tribune, dated Thurs- 
day, August 1, 1944. 

Wounded, Ship 
Gone, Young 
Winnebago Back 
At His Home in 
Nekoosa 

By Jean Goddard 

“It is sure swell to be home 
and going to carnivals again,” 
said Gunner’s Mate Roy 
Garvin, as he dabbed mustard 
on a hot dog at the carnival 
stand the other night. 

The young Winnebago In- 
dian, who attended school in 
Neillsville, returned to his 
home near Nekoosa in June 
after receiving a medical dis- 
charge from the Navy. He en- 
listed shortly after the 
Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. After his ship was sunk 
by a torpedo in convoy, he 
was taken to re-built Pearl 
Harbor for treatment. He car- 
ries no marks of his injury for 
during practice a five inch tur- 
ret gun was fired as he passed, 
and ruptured an ear drum. 

The story which Garvin told 
to this reporter starts with 
boot training, as does that of 
every young man who leaves 
home to “see the world” with 
the U.S. Navy. In February of 
1942, the 19 year old had left 
for boot camp and trained for 
service on a PT boat. He was 
then sent on a troop transport 
to Honolulu to await assign- 


ment. 

Sleeping and dangerous job. 

Enroute, he experienced for 
the first time, the difficulties 
incurred is getting a full 
night’s sleep in a hammock. 
Asked if he fell out, the young 
Indian laughed and answered, 
“Sure, three times the first 
night. I was glad my ham- 
mock was hung four feet from 
the floor instead of eight! The 
fellows up above really got 
hurt, some of them broke 
bones when they turned over 
in their sleep. 

At Honolulu, young Garvin 
spent two weeks in army bar- 
racks and ate army mess. He 
expressed a Navy man’s con- 
tempt for Army “chow.” 

Impatient for assignment, 
he hoped again to be on a 
ship, and after two weeks be- 
cause the PT boat quotas had 
been filled, he found himself 
on a destroyer. She was the 
‘Taylor,’ a new clean, fast 
ship. Beneath decks he found 
bunks in the quarters instead 
of hammocks on which he’d 
slept for eight months. He 
found that the hammocks 
which he had cursed till he 
had learned to ride them ac- 
commodated themselves to 
the motion of the ship much 
better than the sturdy, more 
modem bunks. However, in 
convoy duty, he knew nights 
when the bunks seemed very 
desirable, as he crouched at 
his gun on a long night’s alert 
for threatening Jap sub- 
marines or bombers. 

Face 60 Dive Bombers 

One such alert brought 60 
Jap dive bombers. “They 


dived so close we could al- 
most see their faces,” Roy 
reminisced, “and the de- 
stroyer swerved to dodge the 
bombs. We picked off 15 
planes.” When asked what 
was done when a pilot bailed 
out, young Garvin com- 
mented, “I’ve never seen a 
Jap pilot bail out. When those 
planes are hit, they explode 
and fall apart, and the men 
don’t have a chance.” 

The gunner’s mate ex- 
pressed admiration for the 
lines of the Zeros, but said, 

“If hit, they’re gone.” In that 
attack, Jap planes got a tanker 
with a direct hit and the de- 
stroyer picked up the sur- 
vivors and went on its course. 

Traveling in convoy, Garvin 
never saw a Jap submarine 
surface to “fight it out,” but 
he will never forget the tor- 
pedo that finished his ship. 
“We waited all night at our 
guns, knowing Jap sub- 
marines were near. Believe 
me; we were all afraid and 
tense. In the early morning of 
June 21 , the torpedo we’d 
been waiting for hit us. The 
order to abandon ship came, 
for the ‘Taylor’ was sinking 
rapidly, the men clung to rafts 
until picked up by another 
ship in the convoy.”

When we 
landed I could feel the ship 
moving, but I needed think 
much about it. We secured 
and unloaded our helicopter. 


Then we were assigned our 
bunks and a place to stow our 
gear, when we finished we 
went to get something to eat. I 
could feel the ship moving 
again and I thought about the 
sea sickness, but I didn’t feel 
any different. As I was walk- 
ing down to the mess hall 
with my friends, I was telling 
them of what I was going to 
buy with my winnings. Just 
then, I could feel the ship 
move even more than the last 
time. My stomach was getting 
a little queasy. The closer I 
got to the mess hall, I could 
smell the food and then I re- 
ally got sick. I did not want 
them to see that I was sick. I 
told them I left something be- 
hind and better get it. I casu- 
ally walked back and soon as 
they were out sight, I started 
running to the back of the 
ship. As I was hanging over 
the side throwing up, I looked 
over my shoulder and saw my 
friends standing there laugh- 
ing with their hands out. After 
about an hour or so I felt bet- 
ter physically, but my wallet 
was a little lighter. That was 
the first and last time I ever 
got sea sick.

Chunk tribal members. Greg Garvin, 

Executive Director of Business was present 
and is aware of some of the concerns ad- 
dressed. An on-going investigation is hap- 
pening so he could not comment on any 
specifics at the time. The Employment Rela- 
tions Act is in place and grievances are going 
through the grievance review board. 

IT Update on Audio Web Conferencing 
-Lael Hall, IT: 

Rep. LoneTree-Whiterabbit met with the IT

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Cancer

Speaking to an estimated 200 people attending the 
“Share the Care 2010 Cancer Conference” held May 
4-5 at Ho-Chunk Convention Center, Dr. Amy De- 
Long, an enrolled member of the Ho-Chunk Nation 
and a practicing physician at the House of Wellness 
conducted “Cancer 101.” Her “class” addressed and 
defined what cancer is, who is affected, the possible 
causes of the disease and what can be done to pre- 
vent an illness that affects nearly 1 .5 new people 
and their families annually in the United States. 

Statistics released in 2009 indicate that lung, 
colon rectal and breast cancers were the most com- 
mon in Wisconsin, with lung cancer the leading can- 
cer related cause of death. In nearly 60 percent of 
the cases, tobacco use and/or obesity were found to 
be the leading cause of the disease. While cancer 
can strike anyone, anywhere at any time, DeLong 
noted that sometimes just where you live can make 
a difference. For example in Native communities, 
cancer rates are lower in the southwest and higher 
among those living in the plain states or Alaska. 

She explained that cancer begins when one cell 
changes and starts growing, dividing rapidly and 
eventually becoming out of control. Eventually 
they form a mass of cells, a tumor that is either be- 
nign or malignant. 

Benign tumors generally occur when the cells stay 
in one place and eventually stop growing. Typical 
benign non cancer tumors are moles or warts. Ma- 
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lignant tumors occur when the cells invade sur- 
rounding tissues and travel through the bloodstream 
to nearby organs where they can cause serious dam- 
age. “They develop their own blood supply and can 
travel to anywhere in the body,” DeLong warned. 

Although the risk of getting cancer increases with 
age, due in part to an increased exposure to chemi- 
cals or pesticides, DeLong continued that cancer 
cannot be inherited, although some people do inherit 
a higher risk of getting cancer. She believes that 
many cancers are caused by the choices that people 
make. Among the behaviors that may contribute to 
a person being at a higher risk of getting cancer are 
smoking, poor exercise and diet habits and an over- 
exposure to the sun. “All are preventable,” she said. 

Although she acknowledged that often fear, a lack 
of knowledge, modesty or false beliefs prevent peo- 
ple from having regular screenings, DeLong ex- 
plained that early detection is the best means of 
curing an existing cancer and urges everyone to 
have regular checkups. 

While in some cancers there may be warning 
signs, (a change in bowel habits, sores that won’t 
heal, blood in the bowel or urine, lumps or problems 
swallowing) DeLong cautioned that in some cases, 
people in the early stages of a cancer show no 
symptoms. Because of that and because of their 
ages, health providers recommend that women over 
40 get mammograms regularly; men over 50 have 
their PSA checked and everyone over 50 have a 
colonoscopy. 
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Dr Amy DeLong believes that healthy 
lifestyle choices can reduce the risk of get- 
ting cancer. 


When one member of the family is diagnosed 
with cancer the entire family is affected, she said. 
Because people facing cancer are often better able 
to cope with the illness if they have the support of 
others, she concluded “it’s important to take care of 
yourself so you can help others.” 


Coping with cancer

Diagnosed with leukemia 
12 years ago, when she was 
given a 40 percent chance of 
surviving, Laurie Duraney un- 
derstands the challenges of 
coping with cancer. Currently 
a Mental Health Clinician 
with the Ho-Chunk Nation 
Division of Health, Duraney 
told her story at the “Share 
the Care 2010 Cancer Confer- 
ence,” held May 4-5 at the 
Ho-Chunk Convention Cen- 
ter. 

Depression is known to af- 
fect 15-25 percent of cancer 
patients and Duraney stressed 
the need to find a support 
group and become occupied 
with some activity. Noting 
that shock, fear and a sense of 
uncertainty are typically reac- 
tions upon being diagnosed 
with cancer, she believes “it’s 
important to find something 
to get you through the 
chemo.” 


Recalling that during her 
treatment and hospital stay, 
“Home Improvement” was 
constantly on TV, she joked 
that the show’s star, Tim Allen 
“saved my life.” The pro- 
gram helped take my mind off 
my treatment, she said, 
adding that having a sense of 
humor always helps. 

Although most patients be- 
lieve that they must follow the 
treatment chosen by a 
provider and eagerly begin 
whatever treatment pre- 
scribed, Duraney reminded 
everyone that they do have a 
choice. She urges all patients 
to take charge and control 
what they can. “It’s your 
body. Be sure you get what 
you think you need.” 

She continued that when 
working with her support 
group she was constantly re- 
minded that “you are not al- 
lowed to surrender. You need 
to understand that there are 
survivors and your treatment 


is not forever.” 

She concluded that it’s im- 
portant to rely on spiritual 
help to get mentally prepared 
for the challenge of beating 
cancer. While dealing with 
the initial diagnosis she urged 
that rather than dwell on 
something that already hap- 
pened, patients “should be 
grateful for what they have.” 

A handout following her 
presentation offered a few tips 
on what to do if you’re strug- 
gling to cope. 

Acknowledge that it’s nor- 
mal. There is no shame in 
admitting that you’re scared, 
overwhelmed or need to talk 
to someone about what you’re 
going through. Facing cancer 
means facing our own mortal- 
ity; a weighty proposition for 
even the “toughest” among 
us. 

Tap into cancer survivor 
support groups. Contact 
your local clinic and ask if 
they have support groups 


available. If you can’t find a 
local group, consider an on- 
line support group . Don ’ t 
feel embarrassed about asking 
“sensitive” questions. 

Seek professional help. 
Ask your primary care 
provider for a referral to a 
mental health specialist. You 
can learn tips and tricks for 
managing your anxiety and 
measurably improve your 
quality of life. 

Don’t be afraid of medica- 
tion. Unfortunately, in our 
culture, taking medications to 
manage depression is often 
viewed as weak of self-indul- 
gent. Nothing could be fur- 
ther from the truth. 

Depression is a real medical 
issue caused by real changes 
in brain chemistry. Nobody 
would suggest a diabetic just 
“think” their way out of high 
blood sugar levels. In the 
same way, you should not buy 
in to the idea that “if you just 
try harder” you’ll feel better. 


Keep in mind that studies 
do not prove cause and ef- 
fect. It does not prove that 
being depressed caused peo- 
ple with cancer to die. If 
you’re feeling depressed, 
don’t expect that this means 
you’re more likely to die. 
What studies do show is that 
if you have cancer, ignoring 
depression is a bad idea. 

There is no reason to accept 
depression after a cancer di- 
agnosis as “normal.” 

Find inspiration in the 
stories of others. Some peo- 
ple find it helpful to read 
books or essays by others who 
have gone through cancer. 
There is strength in numbers. 
Sometimes simply knowing 
that you are not alone is what 
you need to cope at the mo- 
ment. There are many books 
dealing with the subject writ- 
ten by cancer survivors. 


The various dimensions of pain

According to Dr. Tracy 
Schroepfer, cancer causes 
more than a physical pain. 

An Assistant Professor at the 
University of Wisconsin- 
Madison’s School of Social 
Work, she believes there is 
also psychosocial, spiritual 
and emotional dimensions of 
pain associated with any dis- 
ease. 

Appearing at the “Share the 
Care 2010 Cancer Confer- 
ence” held May 4-5 at Ho- 
Chunk Convention Center, 
Schroepfer stressed “that to 
be completely well, the body, 
mind and spirit must work to- 
gether.” 

While many people focus 
only on the physical aspect of 


a disease, Schroepfer stressed 
the importance of talking to 
someone about the disease. 
“Talking to others about your 
cancer, particularly your care- 
givers, gives you a connection 
to the world,” she said. 

Although pain can serve as 
a protection and is helpful to 
our survival (we avoid what 
may harm us), Schroepfer 
continued that physical pain 
does affect how we function. 
In many cases, she said, the 
resulting cognitive, physio- 
logical, spiritual and cultural 
pain is more problematic than 
the physical pain itself. 

Because the physical pain 
does affect a person’s mood 
or outlook and can lead to de- 
pression, anxiety, a loss of 
control or just a point of not 


enjoying life and wanting to 
give up, Schroepfer urges 
everyone find a coping strat- 
egy that works for them. 
Sometimes just talking to a 
support group helps, she said. 
Coping strategies may include 
adjusting your lifestyle ac- 
cording to the limitations of 
your physical pain, or “just 
learning to do what you can.” 
Cognitive healing strategies 
may include keeping a pain 
dairy, setting goals to control 
the pain and learning pain 
management behaviors to 
gain control. 

Schroepfer acknowledges 
that pain will change a pa- 
tient’s relationship with fam- 
ily and friends. Social pain 
symptoms include the pa- 
tients’ inability to interact 


with others and the need to 
change social plans when the 
desire is to return to the old 
lifestyle. 

Schroepfer warned that be- 
cause family and friends view 
the patient differently, often 
they “lovingly take away the 
person’s responsibilities,” fur- 
ther isolating the patient. She 
urged all caregivers to let the 
patient tell you when help is 
needed. Even when the can- 
cer is gone, social changes 
will happen. “It’s important 
to provide support by giving 
the patient the opportunities 
to do things for themselves 
and regain a balance in the re- 
lationship.” 

Schroepfer believes that a 
person’s traditional culture in- 
fluences their belief system 


about pain. In the spiritual di- 
mension when a patient is 
talking to God, they may ask, 
“why is this happening to 
me?” To find the answer the 
patient may have to rely on 
the spiritual community for an 
answer. Talking to a tradi- 
tional healer or a member of 
the clergy can be beneficial, 
she said. 

Schroepfer concluded that 
as a patient “walks forward” 
it’s important to understand 
that the management of pain 
requires attention to the whole 
person. It’s important to com- 
municate one’s pain related 
needs and realize that no one 
person can address all those 
needs.

April’s Quarterly Process Improvement meeting 
has marked the first year of creation of these meet- 
ings through the Business Department. The April 
2010 Quarterly Process Improvement meeting took 
place at Ho-Chunk Gaming Wisconsin Dells during 
a two-day session April 20-21 with approximately 
176 employees attending. These quarterly meetings 
have been established to teach employees new skills 
necessary to excel in their roles and also to provide 
feedback in areas that may need a little more atten- 
tion within our facilities. The Quarterly Process Im- 
provement meetings have grown over the past year 
with each facility recognizing the impact this has 
had on our frontline staff and has continued to ac- 
commodate as many frontline employees as possible 
to attend. 

The focus for the meeting was on facility design 
and how this affects our customers’ perspective, 
habits and decision making regarding our facilities. 
This meeting also focused on building a strong 
foundation and working together to achieve success. 
The program included guest speakers Barry Thalden 
of Thalden Boyd Emery Architects, Dennis Conrad 
of Raving Consulting, and Mark Denning. Each of 


these guest speakers is recognized in his field to dis- 
cuss topics with implications to help to provide in- 
sight into past and future plans. They were brought 
in to inspire employees to help build the foundation 
of first impressions of each property. 

Thalden, of Thalden Boyd Emery Architects, a na- 
tive-owned company, brings more than 37 years of 
architectural and artistic experience and was one of 
the architects who worked on the design of Ho- 
Chunk Casino Hotel and Convention Center. This 
turned into an award-winning project in 2000 for 
“Best Casino Built” and “Best Project Built in Wis- 
consin.” Thalden gave his in-depth history about 
how the project came about and the decisions be- 
hind the design. The Wisconsin Dells were the in- 
spiration for the property as this was the homeland 
of the Ho-Chunk people. The architects spent time 
in the Dells to capture the feel of the unique land- 
scape. Master molds were made of the rock forma- 
tions to create the natural feature in the Atrium 
which was used as the focal point for Ho-Chunk. 

Conrad is the founder, president and chief strate- 
gist for Raving Consulting and brings more than 35 
years of experience in the gaming industry. Conrad 
opened with a team exercise “Car Handle to Slot 
Handle” walking the staff through the casino’s 
touch points in the building. Next he gave two very 
different perspectives - old school vs. new school -

principles of casino design. Bill Friedman’s 13 
principles were based on revenue results from 
casino designs from the 1970s. David Kranes’ 15 
principles were based on watching what people do 
and how they respond when visiting casinos. 

Denning, the event’s MC and guest speaker, dis- 
cussed “Transforming Thinking, from Theory to Re- 
ality”. Denning focused on the seven principles of 
value -based design which included bravery, love, 
truth, wisdom, humility, loyalty and respect. These 
are central Ojibway teachings. He posed two ques- 
tions first: “What is it that would make us different 
from anything out there?” and then “What is it that 
can bring us together?” He emphasized that the ar- 
chitect could create the most beautiful building but 
without the people inside of it, it means nothing.

For years, America has associated 
certain items to a certain gender. It be- 
comes ingrained in our minds from 
the time we are little. When we are 
bom, blue gets associated with boys, 
pink associated with girls. This gets 
carried over to when we are kids, boys 
get the trucks and girls get the dolls. 
Even though times are changing, some 
job industries are still thought of as 
gender specific. One industry is start- 
ing to turn that around, the construc- 
tion industry is starting to have more 
and more women employed. 

Vanessa Casillas, Ho-Chunk Nation 
tribal member, is a brick-layer in a 
Chicago Constmction Company. The 
Chicago Women in Trades (CWIT) 
have been helping women build ca- 
reers in the constmction industry since 
1981 . The CWIT was actually 
founded by tradeswomen who felt it 
was important that women have equal 
opportunities and fair treatment in the 
construction trades. Only 3% of the 
construction industry is made up of fe- 
males and CWIT is looking to change 
that because there are many opportu- 
nities and benefits to working in this 
field. 

According to CWIT’s website, ca- 
reers in construction offer higher 
wages and the opportunity to earn 
money while learning skills of the 
trade. Apprentices earn an average of 
$13 an hour and when in the industry 
an average of $35 an hour in the 
Chicago area. Wages are often union- 
negotiated and stay the same no mat- 
ter what company you work for. 
Benefits are oftentimes better than av- 
erage as well, which includes health 
insurance and a pension plan. 

A lot of myths are out there as con- 
struction goes, but one of the biggest 
myths is that a person must have a lot 
of strength in order to do the job and 
therefore only men can do it. The con- 


stmction industry is looked at not 
being any more physically demanding 
then the average traditional job such 
as waitressing or nursing. Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Administra- 
tion (OSHA) also requires special 
equipment should be provided for 
every heavy job, regardless of the 
gender performing the job. 

Often times, many people think that 
the construction industry is that per- 
son you see on the side of the roads in 
the summer time. The constmction in- 
dustry is actually made up of 25 dis- 
tinct trades to choose from such as 
plumbers, carpenters, electricians, and 
bricklayers just to name a few. Each 
trade has their own union and appren- 
ticeship programs for training new 
workers. 

Apprenticeship programs help 
workers develop the skills needed for 
their craft from classroom and on-the- 
job training and last from 2-5 years 
depending on the trade. While in the 
program, apprentices are typically 
paid a percentage ranging from 40 %- 
60% of their full pay rate starting and 
it raises every six months to a year as 
long as classroom training and work 
hour requirements are met. 

Many apprenticeship programs re- 
quire a pre-apprenticeship program to 
be able to work on a job site. The pro- 
gram can range from a week to twelve 
weeks, some are paid and some are 
not, however all are full time with 
homework. This training helps inexpe- 
rienced apprentices build basic s ki lls 
and confidence, which makes the first 
day on the job site less intimidating. 

Getting into the constmction indus- 
try seems like it would require the 
knowledge of knowing all about ce- 
ment tmcks and how to use Craftsman 
tools, however only a few basic docu- 
mentations are needed such as; valid 
driver’s license, high school diploma 
or GED, birth certificate and/or proof 
of eligibility to work in the United 


States, high school transcripts, appli- 
cation fee, and social security card. 
Other documents that would improve 
an application are letters of recom- 
mendation, DD-214 to verify military 
service, college transcripts or other 
training program certificates, and in- 
tent to hire letter. 

Within the next ten years, the con- 
stmction industry is looking to add 
1,000,000 jobs nationally and 5,400 
jobs annually in the Chicago area due 
to expansion and retirement. The 
process for this after completing the 
apprenticeship program includes an 
interview which sometimes includes 


an experience inventory and a drug 
and physical test. 

Some things to consider while look- 
ing into which trade could be best for 
you are; employer expectations, work- 
ing conditions, seasonal, project-based 
employment, the issues facing women 
in a male dominated occupation.

Frogs and toads have always been a fas- 
cination for kids growing up. Many chil- 
dren enjoy playing with them and carrying 
them around in their pockets, much to the 
dismay of their parents yelling, “put them 
down or you’re gonna get a wort.” Ho- 
Chunk elder, Rhoda Rave was one of 
those lucky kids who can say she lived at 
“the frog,” also known as the Hall Home- 
stead located in Black River Falls, WI. 

On October 8,1918, Rhoda Rave was 
born to William Hall Sr. and Annie Falcon 
in Black River Falls, WI. Rhoda is the old- 
est of eleven kids in her family, followed 
by Reuben, Adam Sr., Ebenezer, Sidney, 

Robert, Joseph, Mildred, Cecelia, Norma, and Grace. 

Growing up, Rhoda attended Komensky country school and then went on to 
grade school at the Tomah and Neills ville Indian Schools. At the time, the In- 
dian schools were also known as boarding schools which ran from August to 
December, and January to May. Back then, transportation was not by car or 
bus, most travelling was done by horse and wagon. Rhoda’s father would often 
stay overnight at the boarding school after the long trip to take the kids to 
school. After a good night’s rest, he would travel back home until Christmas 
vacation to be pick everyone up again. 

Rhoda continued her education at Black River Falls high school, however 
was not able to continue due to her mother getting sick. Being the oldest of 
her siblings, it became the job of Rhoda to help her father take care of the 
household duties, the gardening, and tend to the farm animals. 

Her family raised chickens and cows, but they also had cats, dogs, and 
horses. Rhoda fondly remembers the two horses, Dick and Nan, which were 
used for travelling purposes. Rhoda thought it was hard work taking care of 
them, but also a fun experience as well. 

Rhoda’s family had an ice box to keep things cold and fresh, but the family 
would can most everything from their garden to supply food year round. When 
asked how life is different from when she was a child Rhoda said, “Things are 
much easier now than when I was growing up.” 

Her family lived in a cipoteke until her father later built a house and there 
was no television or radios. Rhoda remembers how excited she was when her 
father bought the first car for their family, which was a 1936 Ford. 

By age thirteen Rhoda learned from her mother how to make baskets. When 
they were done making baskets, her family would take them to a Winnebago 
Handy Craft Store in exchange for food and supplies. Remembering going as 
far as Sturgeon Bay to pick cherries, her family would also earn money by 
doing seasonal work by picking blueberries, cherries, apples, potatoes, onions, 
and cranberry picking. 

In 1936 Rhoda married Victor Kings wan and had two little girls, Sharon and 
Maxine. Things did not work out with Rhoda and Victor, but Rhoda did not give 
up on finding love. Later on, Rhoda married Duncan Rave from Winnebago Ne- 
braska. Rhoda and Duncan both belonged to the Native American Church and 
met Duncan at a church event in Black River Falls. Love at first sight, Duncan 
moved from Nebraska to Wisconsin to be with Rhoda. They had seven children: 
Reuben Sr., Meredith, Maynard Sr., Lauren, Brian, Gloria, and Valerie. 

Rhoda continued to make baskets in her free time and Duncan would make 
the handles for her. To this day Rhoda still feels like she could make baskets, 
“All I need are the materials and someone to make the handles for me,” Rhoda 
said with a chuckle.

Cur- 
rent estimates suggest that 50 
to 60 percent of the goods 
being sold as authentic Native 
made products are forgeries. 
Lone Tree and others argues 
that Congress needs to do a 
better job of protecting Native 
craftsman and artisans.
